The tendency of much of this new’ 
giow th is directly upwards.

cases strong inner branches growing 
straight up may be tipped back to 
outward growing side branches to se­ 
cure lateral spreading form of the 
tree. 
Give this strong new’ grow’th plenty 
of room and light and a fine crop of 
fruit buds will result next year, but if 
they are too densely shaded, the fruit 
buds cannot develop and m ature to 
best condition.

ing cans in boiling water to cook for 
90 m inutes in w aler seal canner or 
LU* m inutes for water bath canner;, 
finally, placing cans in cold water to 
discontinue cooking

From Kansas City to Hutchinson, 
Kus., the country looks 
very 
much 
like what we have in W estern Mis­ 
souri and shows even more than Mis­ 
souri the elfeets of the wet w eather 
of t ie late spring and early summer. 
Much of the corn had a good color and 
w a s well advanced, but the stand was 
n o t 
good 
anywhere. 
Many 
fields 
showed the lack of good tillage, and I 
saw a num ber of bottom fields where 
the ground was so m atted with grass 
and weeds th a t farm ers were plowing 
th e ground again to try some other 
crop. The wheat crop was far inferior" 
to what I have seen in K ansas in for­ 
m e r years. 
Hutchinson, m ote than two hundred 
miles from Kansas City, is famous for 
its salt works, which produce 2,000 
barrels per day. 
T h e salt beds are 
800 feet below the surface and fresh 
w a te r is forced down the wells, which 
is pumped up as brine and the salt is 
evaporated. 
H ere we cross the A r­ 
k a n sa s river, which had 
about 
as 
m u c h w ater in its channel as the La­ 
mbie. 
At Kinsley we crossed back to 
tile north side of th e river, w hich was 
there* running less w ater than you can 
find any day in Flat creek

City is 750 feet above the? sea, but 
W este rn Kansas, w here the* Santti Fe 
leaves the state, the elevation is over 


3,300 feet. 
Tuesday m orning we were iii New 
Mexico at daylight, with mountains 
and desolation around us 
on 
every 
hand. 
For a thousand miles you can 
find very little that ought to appeal 
to a sensible Missouri farmer. 
T here 
is much fertile soil, hut very little 
w ater. 
T he Pecos river, where we 
crossed it n e a r Bioral), six thousand 
feet abote* the sea, 
is 
a 
beautiful 
m o untain stream and the Riel Grande 
at Albuquerque has some water which 
is used to irrigate 
the 
valley, 
bio 
most cif the rivers we crossed were 
bul a joke' 
dry, sandy beds shifted 
by the winds, which som etim es piled 
the* sand in great windrows along tilt' 
n o rth e rn banks. 
Sometimes these rivers eease to be 
a joke and become a terror. 
Along 
the Mora river we saw remains of the 
fo rm er roadbed of the Santa Fe and 
th e o u t s of a bridge that had been 
swept away by a w inter flood, forcing 
the railroad to build a new track above 
the reach of high water. 
Here and 
th e re we saw feeble attem pts at “dry 
fa rm in g ” in that desolate region.

been except prairie dogs,

T he undersea craft is more than 
three hundred feet long, thirty feet 
wide and was drawing seventeen feet 
if water when it entered tho Virginia 
Gapes.

Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen 
that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 
With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads 
have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 
Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 
T h e formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy is as follows: 


“ Our conference* have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our difference* of opinion and that eventually the 
matters in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinterested agencies. 
Therefore, we propose that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 
I. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of its 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a posi­ 
tion to consider and protect the right# and equities of ail the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
necessary to meet the rdded cost of operation in ease your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act in the premises, 
that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider and 
promptly dispose of the questions involved; or 
S. By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal la w ” ( T h e Newland! Act). 
Leaders Refuse Olfer and Take Strike Vote 
Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in N ew 
York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 
T h e Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the 
public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


I 


No other body with such sn intimate know ’ -dge 
of railroad conditions ha* such an unquestioned posi­ 
tion to the public confidence. 
T h e rates the railroads may charge the public for 
transportation are now l a r g e l y fixed by this Govern­ 
ment board. 
Out of everv dollar received by the railroad* from 
the public nearly one-haif is paid directly to the e m ­ 


ployes as w a g e s ; and the money to pay increased wage# 
can come from no other source than the rates paid 
by the public. 


T h e Interstate Commerce Commission, with its con­ 
trol over rates, is in a position to make a complete 
investigation and render such decision as would pro­ 
tect the interests of the railroad employes, the owners 
of the railroads, and the public. 


A Question Fo r the Public to Decide 
T h e railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of 
$100,000,000 a \e a r to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
one-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that 
shall determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 
The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an 
impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

steamship lines. According to Secre­ 
tary McAdoo and the other members 
of 
the 
commission 
which 
visited 
South America, “ there 
is 
no 
vital 
question affecting our commerce with 
the Latin-American 
countries other 
than that of providing increased ship­ 
ping facilities.” 
. 
“ As a result of the wrar,” the state­ 
ment reads, “ the cost of ocean ton­ 
nage to South American ports has in­ 
creased enormously, and, instead of 
an improvement 
in 
the conditions, 
fear seems to be well grounded that 
they will become worse.” 
The problem, therefore, before this 
country now is 
that 
of formulating 
some definite plan of increasing the 
coastwise tonnage. 
W hile 
the rela­ 
tionships, commercial, industrial and 
political, existing between the United 
States and 
the 
Latin-American re­ 
publics have been greatly strengthen­ 
ed during the past two years, princi­ 
pally on account of the 
new' condi­ 
tion created by

European war, 
there is much remaining to be done

been obtained. 
The young wife’s body was taken 
to her home in Bend. Mo., several 
days ago for burial. 
No member of 
her family appeared at 
the 
inquest 
yesterday, nor was there any ond in 
attendance from the Glenwood Sani­ 
tarium, where the young woman and 
her husband wore employed prior to 
their elopement to Clayton. 
There were ten witnesses, chiefly 
detectives and patrolmen. 
Two at­ 
taches of the Hotel Pontiac told of 
their identification of photographs of 
Durgin as the man who accompanied 
the woman to the hotel and signed the 
register, “ Charles L. Chambers and 
wife.” 
Mike Drew' told how the man I 
departed tile next morning at 6:30' 
o’clock, 
calm 
and 
collected. 
The 
woman’s body wras found eight hours 
later, with a bullet wound in the right 
temple. 
In telling of the couple registering 
at the hotel, the clerk said the woman | 
acted as though she never before had 
been in a hotel. 
Charles Durgin was for nineteen 
years an inmate of the City Sanitar­ 
ium. 
He is a dangerous maniac and 
may commit other crimes before be 
is apprehended, or ends his own life, 
Dr. George A. Johns, superintendent 
of the sanitarium, told a reporter. 
Dr. Johns said he recalls Charlie 
Durgin, and many other employes of 
the institution remember him. 
“ He was well educated, or rather 
self-educated, and read a great deal,” 
Dr. Johns said, “ but he was exceed­ 
ingly reticent, had few words to say 
on any subject, and usually confined 
his conversation to answers to ques­ 
tions. 
He was ordinarily cool, calm, 
collected, but cunning. 
He only rare­ 
ly had fits of rage, but 
when 
these 
came on him, everyone gave him a 
wide berth and tho first disposition 
was to get him locked up quickly, so 


he could harm no one. 
“ Unlike the m ajority of men, when 
a rage seized him, he turned chalky 
white, and his first movement was to 
strike and do some one bodily harm. 
These fits, when they came on him, 
lasted several days and he was morose 
and sullen for a long time after them. 
“ He always was in perfect physi­ 
cal health here. 
In fact 
he 
was 
above the normal man in strength 
and health. 
He was a 
great 
ball 
player and a good workman. 
“ H is chief danger to the public, 
while he is at large, lies in the fact 
that fear never has entered his mind. 
He considers no man his superior in 
strength or prowess. 
As long as he 
has no fits of rage, no person meeting 
him would suspect that he is insane. 
They might thing he is a peculiarly 
silent and unsociable man, but 
lie 
hears none of I he w'lld looks anti h«is 
none of the eccentricities people as­ 


sociate with maniacs. 
The institution records show that 
he is now' 45 years old. 5 feet 7 inches 
tall, weight 135 pounds,

brown, eyes brown anti complexion 
dark. 
He has a scar on his forehead.

sum by the general board, brought the 
total to $101,028. 
The remaining $9,- 
000 was underwritten by the workers 
themselves, who will solicit further 
subscriptions from the public. 
A ten- 
minute demonstration 
followed 
the 
announcement by A. \Y. Pauley, gen­ 
eral of Division B, that the hands of 
the clock point to 200,000 p. rn. 
The announcement of the $50,000 
pledge 
bv the general board was fol­ 
lowed 
by a talk by Philemon Bevis, 
secretary of the St. Louis Y. M. C. A., 
who said that the erection of the new 
North Side building was the first step 
in the 
big plan 
of the metropolitan 
board . The plan the board has adopt­ 
ed, Bevis said, calls for the expendi­ 
ture of $1,500,000 and the erection of 
five other modern Y. M. C. A. build­ 
ings in St. Louis.

The bulletin urges that children be 
taught to “sw a t” weeds and never let 
one ripen to seed.

M a y Get Case Tonight. 


Waukeegan, 111., July 
14.—At 
the 


noon recess today there was said to 


be every prospect that the case of 


William H. Orpet, charged with the 
murder of Marian Lambert, would be

James Wilkerson, chiel
